Thirty-second  Annual  Course  of  Instruction. 


SEvSSION   OF    1895. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  v/as 
organized  in  1S72,  as  an  intetj^ral  part  of  the  State's  educational 
center.  It  was  among  the  first  to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of 
Medical  Education;  having,  as  early  as  1875,  instituted  a  three 
years'  course  and  graded  studies,  and  in  1885  an  examination  for 
admission  to  the  College. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school, 
and  now  in  force,  may  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

1.  Increase  of  the  Time  of  Study  to  Four  Years.— At- 
tendance upon  four  regular  courses  of  lectures  of  eight  months 
each,  attended  through  four  separate  years,  is  required  before  the 
student  can  present  himself  for  graduation.  Students  are  also  re- 
quired to  attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the  last  two 
sessions. 

2.  Yearly  Examinations.-— At  the  close  of  each  session,  ex 
amiuations  are  held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student  dur- 
ing the  year  past,  his  advancement  depending  on  the  result  of  such 
examinations. 

3.  Graded  Studies. — By  this  arrangement  the  student  is 
thoroughly  drilled  in  the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding 
higher.

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At  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  final  examinations  will  be 
held  in  Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Chemistry 
and  Materia  Medica.  At  the  end  of  the  Junior  year  final  examina- 
tions will  be  held  in  Surgical  Anatomy,  Hygiene,  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, and  Pathology. 

Graduates  of  this  College,  and  those  holding  certificates  of 
attendance  upon  lectures  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their 
medical  studies  by  the  Ro3^al  College  of  vSurgeons  of  Bnglaiifl 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty  of  Phy- 
sicians and  vSurgeons  of  Glasgow,  providing  they  present  certifi- 
cates of  having  passed  successfully  the  entrance  examination  to 
the  College  of  Letters  of  this  University,  or  some  other  recognized 
College  or  University. 

I^OCATION. 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are 
clustered  at  Berkeley,  its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious 
reasons,  situated  in  vSan  Francisco.  The  Medical  College  building, 
known  as  "Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illustrious  founder,  is 
one  of  the  most  complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is  located 
near  North  Beach,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favor- 
itig  the  health  and  industrious  habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capah>le  of  seating  five 
hundred  persons  ;  the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as 
capacious;  the  Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  speci- 
mens and  preparations  ;  the  Dissecting  Room  is  fitted  up  with  all 
the  modern  improvements  ;  the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all 
chemicals  and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teaching.  Apart- 
ments in  the  building  are  set  apart  for  Laboratory  work,  and  a 
commodious  reading-room  is  also  provided. 

The  College  stands  near  the  termini  of  the  Omnibus  line  of 
street  cars,  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  line,  and  the  Powell 
street  cars,

In  order  to  conform  to  the  custom  of  Kasleni  Medical  Col- 
leges and  of  the   Academic   Departments  of  this  University,  the 
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Faculty  has  determined  to  abandon  the  plan,  heretofore  pursued, 
of  conducting  the  sessions  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 
The  session  of  1895  will  begin  January  7th  and  continue  six 
months.  Thereafter  the  sessions  will  begin  regularly  September 
ist  and  continue  eight  calendar  months. 

During  the  term  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  are 
taught,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular  clinics  are  held  three 
days  each  week,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  the  pro- 
fessors of  the  clinical  chairs  have  charge  of  wards  and  possess 
every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students  ;  clinics  are  also 
held  daily  at  the  College  Dispensary.  Lectures  are  given  daily  by 
the  Professors,  and  evening  recitations  are  held  several  times  a 
week. 

The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the 
healthful  pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  detention 
from  lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of  weather  being  absolutely  un- 
known. 


METHODvS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clin- 
ical, Didactic,  and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is 
given  to  the  first,  although  it  is  intended  that  the  three  methods 
shall  be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious  whole. 


CLINICAL  TEACHING. 

In  Clinical  Teachings  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical 
Professors  has  for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student 
with  the  phenomena  of  disease,  that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing 
and  touch  may  be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the 
University  have  been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to 
the  City  and  County  Hospital,  a  complete  and  modern  structure 
containing  five  hundred  beds,  and  presenting  for  observation  per- 
haps every  known  form  of  disease,  including  those  peculiar  to 
tropical  and  South  America.  The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely 
drawn  from  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  giving  them  unusual 
advantages  for  developing  clinical  material.  The  Professor  of 
Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  surgical  wards  (thirty-two 
beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two  wards,  the 
Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  the  Professor  of  Oph- 
thalmology, one  ward  each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three 
times  a  week  in  the  Mortuary  by  the  Pathologist.  A  large  operat- 
ing theater  has  been  erected,  where  the  major  and  minor  opera- 
tions of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the  class.  Operating 
days  are  Tuesday  and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the 
junction  of  Twenty-second  street  with  Potrero  avenue,  and  is 
accessible  from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  cars,  the  Omnibus, 
the  Mission  street,  and  the  Valencia  street  lines. 

HOSPITAI.    CI.INICS. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Professor  Mcl^ean  delivers  clinical  lec- 
tures on  Practical  and  Operative  Surgery,  at  the  City  and  County 
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Hospital,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  throughout  the 
session.  Kspecial  attention  is  given,  in  a  ward  devoted  to  the 
purpose,  to  the  conduct  of  disorders  of  the  genito-urinary  organs 
and  venereal  diseases.  A  course  of  Minor  Surgery  is  also  given. 
Instruction  in  this  branch  includes  the  application  of  bandages 
and  the  various  dressings  used  in  treating  wounds,  fractures,  dis- 
locations, etc. 

Cfinical  Medicine. — Professor  W.  W.  Kerr  will  deliver  a  course 
of  lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  same  hospital  each  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Saturda3^  The  course  of  study  will  consist  in  the 
demonstration  of  cases  illustrating  the  different  phases  and  pecu- 
liarities which  disease  asvsumes,  the  examination  of  patients  at  the 
bedside  by  the  student  under  the  guidance  of  the  professor,  together 
with  the  instruction  in  all  those  details  which  qualify  the  student 
to  discharge  his  duty  agreeably  and  efficiently  in  the  sick  room. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery.— Professor  R.  Beverly 
Cole  holds  a  Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in 
Operative  Gynecology,  the  use  of  instruments,  appliances,  etc.  He 
will  also  devote  a  portion  of  his  lectures  to  Clinical  Midwifery 
taking  as  illustrations  such  cases  of  interest  as  may  occur  in  the 
Lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time.  The  senior  students  will  each, 
in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the  study  of  Practical  Obstetrics 
at  the  bedside. 

Ophthalmoiogy  and  Otology.— Professor  Powers  will  deliver 
one  didactic  lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering  the  sub- 
jects of  the  Bye  and  Ear,  Larynx,  Pharynx,  Naso-Pharynx  and 
Nasal  Cavities.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  models, 
charts  and  blackboard  drawings.  He  will  also  conduct  two  clinics 
a  week  at  the  College  Dispensary,  where,  in  addition  to  operative 
and  severe  cases,  he  lias  a  large  out-patient  clinic,  including  many 
children,  with  many  illustrations  of  cases  as  they  appear  in  daily 
practice.  At  these  clinics  senior  students  are  required,  in  turn, 
to  keep  record  of  the  cases,  with  a  view  to  cultivating  a  habit  of 
case- writing.  In  addition  Dr.  W.  K.  Hopkins,  Adjunct  to  the 
Chair,  will  hold  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital, 


DIDACTIC   TEACHING. 


A  brief  outline  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  sevcnil  departments 
will  be  found  in  the  following  summary: 

Anatomy, — Professor  Williamson's  course  in  Anatomy  will  be 
illustrated  by  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver,  and  by  both  wet  and 
dry  preparations,  models,  manikins,  drawings  and  diagrams,  and 
will  include  a  course  on  general,  special  topographical  and  surgi- 
cal anatomy.  The  dissecting  room  is  spacious,  well  ventilated, 
lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  the  necessary  conveniences. 
It  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year,  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Professor  and  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  supply  of 
material  is  always  procurable  at  small  cost.  When  dissections  are 
conducted  in  a  diligent  and  satisfactory  manner,  the  student  is 
furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part  dissected. 
One  of  the  demonstrators  will  be  present  daily  in  the  dissecting 
room  during  w^orking  hours,  so  that  students  will  receive  the 
proper  attention  and  assistance. 

An  osteological  room  will  be  open  during  the  term,  where  stu" 
dents  will  have  the  opportunity  of  studying  the  anatoni}^  of  bones 
and  articulations.  Special  demonstrations  will  be  conducted  in 
this  room  for  members  of  the  Freshman  Claps. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  Surgical  Anatomy  wdll  be  delivered 
before  the  Junior  Class.  The  course  in  Anatomy  wdll  be  divided 
between  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  his  assistants.  A  schedule 
outlining  this  work  will  be  issued  to  students  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  entire  course  wall  be  the  thorough 
drill  in  Practical  Anatomy.  Students  who  have  been  careless  or 
negligent  in  their  dissections  will  not  be  granted  certificates,  until 
by  additional  work  they  have  entirely  covered  their  deficiencies. 

Physiology. — The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor 
D'Ancona  embrace  a  consideration  of  both  general  and  special 
Physiology,  and  are  illustrated  by  a  complete  series  of  colored 
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drawings;  besides  which,  the  large  collection  of  preparations  and 
drawings  of  the  Scientific  Department  of  Berkeley  are  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  Professor.  Vivisections  are  practiced  when  necessary. 
The  course  embraces  the  lectures  of  two  years,  one  year  being 
devoted  to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  and  reproduction, 
the  other  to  nutrition,  respiration,  circulation,  etc.,  and  the  special 
senses. 

Histology  and  Pathology  .—Professor  John  C.  Spencer  will 
strive  to  make  this  course  as  practical  as  possible.  Sections  of 
normal  tissues  and  diseased  organs  ready  for  mounting  will  be 
given  to  the  students,  so  that  they  may  become  familiarized  with 
the  methods  of  preparing  specimens  for  examination.  In  this  way 
the  general  principles  of  normal  growth  and  development,  and  the 
operation  of  pathological  laws,  will  be  illustrated  and  fixed  in  the 
mind  of  the  student.  The  use  of  the  microscope  as  an  aid  to  diag- 
nosis in  the  examination  of  sputum,  urine,  blood,  etc.,  will  also  be 
in  this  way,  illustrated  as  opportunity  arises. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry.— Professor  A.  1^. 
Lengfeld  in  his  course  will  give  special  attention  to  that  part  of 
Chemistry  relating  to  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  The  lectures  will 
be  illustrated  by  experiments,  and  the  theory  will  be  demonstrated 
practically  by  excursions  to  various  public  works  from  time  to 
time.  The  nature,  origin,  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  the 
various  remedies  official  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  will 
be  fully  elucidated.  The  cabinet  of  Materia  Medica,  which  con- 
tains the  important  as  well  as  the  new  and  rare  drugs  and  phar- 
maceutical preparations  employed  in  medicine,  will  be  used  to 
illustrate  the  lectures. 

Practical  Chemistry. — ^The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been 
thoroughly  refitted  with  the  latest  and  most  approved  apparatus. 
Bach  student  is  provided  with  a  separate  bench  and  set  of  appara- 
tus, and  reagents,  and  performs  individually  all  experiments. 

The  Adjunct  to  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chem- 
istry will  conduct  a  systematic  course  in  Practical  Chemistry, 
including  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis  of  water,  milk, 
urine,  mineral  and  vegetable  poisons. 
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First  Year. — Bach  student  will  perform  a  series  of  experimentfi 
in  which  he  will  develop  the  main  principles  of  the  science  o( 
chemistry,  and  become  familiar  with  chemical  substances  and  the 
reactions  which  occur  when  treated  in  a  systematic  manner. 

Second  Year. — The  simplest  and  most  approved  methods  of  ex- 
amining water,  milk  and  urine  chemically  and  microscopically,  will 
l>e  performed  by  each  student.  The  course  will  close  with  a  series 
of  tests  for  alkaloids  in  organic  and  other  mixtures. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical). — The  lectures  in  this 
department,  by  Professor  Dodge  and  Dr.  Winton,  will  explain  the 
physiological  actions  and  therapeutic  indications  of  all  agents, 
medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure,  alleviation  or  prevention 
of  diseases.  The  action  of  drugs  will  be  shown  by  practical  dem- 
onstration upon  living  animals. 

In  addition  Dr.  Winton  will  deliver  a  complete  course  of  lectures 
on  Electro-Therapeutics. 

Surgery. — Professor  Taylor  and  Dr.  Shiels,  Adjunct  to  the  Chair, 
deliver  two  lectures  each  week  on  the  science  and  art  of  Surgery. 
The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of  surgical  conditions, 
and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  particularly  dwell 
upon  and  illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when  necessary. 
The  course  will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon  Operative  Sur- 
gery, with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver.  The  students  will  be 
drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instruments  used  in  tlie  various 
operations. 

Practice  of  nedicine.—Professor  W.  F.  McNutt  presents  in  his 
lectures  the  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  in  its  modern  as- 
pects. He  gives  a  description  of  the  different  diseases,  their  etiology , 
pathology,  symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  treatment.  The 
various  pathological  changes  are  demonstrated  by  means  of  plates, 
preparations,  and  recent  specimens  of  diseased  parts. 

Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  Obstetiics  are  taught  by 
Professor  R.  Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by 
the  use  of  colored  plates  and  drawings,  prepared  specimens,  and 
the  manikin.  The  principal  obstetric  operations  are  performed  on 
the  cadaver  in  presence  of  the  class. 
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Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clinically 
by  Prof.  Cole  and  Dr.  Von  Hoffman.  The  use  of  gynecological 
instruments  is  carefully  shown,  and  the  several  procedures  ex- 
plained by  means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams  and  manikins. 

Nervous  and  flental  Diseases. — The  instruction  in  addition 
to  the  regular  lectures  by  Professor  Robertson  on  the  Medical 
Jurisprudence  of  Insanity  will  include  a  course  on  Alcoholism  and 
the  Narcotics,  together  with  a  discussion  of  the  localization  of 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated 
by  specially  prepared  plates  and  diagrams,  showing  the  results  of 
the  most  recent  investigations.  It  is  intended  to  further  illustrate 
this  subject  by  demonstrations  of  normal  and  pathological  brains 
and  spinal  cords. 

Functional  nervous  diseases,  including  the  various  phases  of 
Hysteria  and  Hypnotic  conditions,  will  receive  special  attention. 
The  instruction  in  both  functional  and  organic  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system  will  be  supplemented  by  clinical  lectures  and 
demonstrations.  It  is  intended  that  the  students  shall  furtlier 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  pathological  appearance  of  nervous 
tissue,  not  only  by  observing  sections  already  prepared,  but  by 
actual  work  in  the  laboratory,  where  section  cutting,  staining,  and 
slide  mounting  will  be  taught. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  Insanity,  visits  will  be 
made  to  the  various  City  and  State  institutions  for  the  care  of  the 
Insane,  so  as  to  acquaint  the  students  more  thoroughly  with  the 
characteristic  features  of  this  disease. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Professor  Swan  will  devote  one  hour 
each  week  to  this  subject,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  notes  drawn 
from  an  unusually  large  experience  in  the  management  of  diseases 
peculiar  to  children. 

Hygiene. — The  importance  now  attaching  to  the  science  of 
Hygiene  induced  the  Regents  and  Faculty  to  give  it  a  place  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  school.  The  instruction  in  this  department  will 
be  in  charge  of  Dr.  Geo.  F.  vShiels.  In  connection  with  this  depart- 
ment a  special  course  of  lectures  will  be  given  upon  Medical  Juris- 
prudence. 
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Bacteriology.— Through  the  term  Thos.  Bowhill,  F.  R.  C.V.  vS., 
will  conduct  a  course  in  Bacteriology,  comprising  the  classification 
and  microscopical  examination  of  bacteria,  stains  and  staining  of 
cover  glass  specimens,  sections  of  tissues,  etc.  The  methods  of 
cultivating  bacteria  and  the  preparation  of  culture  media  will  also 
be  described.  The  course  will  conclude  with  the  description  of 
the  special  qualities  of  pathogenic  bacteria  and  an  investigation  of 
air,  soil  and  water. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin. — A  clinic  for  diseases  of  the  skin  is  use- 
ful for  students  chiefly  as  an  excellent  place  to  study  external 
pathology.  In  looking  at  a  case  of  skin  disease,  the  diseavse  pro- 
cesses can  be  seen,  which  in  a  clinic  for  internal  medicine  must, 
in  a  large  measure,  be  taken  for  granted.  It  will  not  be  held  nec- 
Cvssary  that  students  shall  strive  to  master  long  lists  of  difficult 
names,  or  learn  with  painful  accuracy  the  symptoms  of  some  rare 
disease,  but  it  will  be  expected  that  they  shall  learn  something 
about  general  pathology,  and  the  subject  will  be  made  as  easy  and 
attractive  as  possible  by  examples  of  disease  processes  shown  in 
the  clinic. 


DISPENSARY  CLINICS. 


The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is 
held  at  155  New  Montgomery  street.  This  clinic  is  located  in  the 
heart  of  a  thickly  populated  district  where  clinical  material  of 
every  description  is  extremely  abundant.  The  clinical  rooms  are 
large  and  airy,  and  provided  with  every  facility  for  the  successful 
demonstration  and  treatment  of  disease. 

A  full  staff  of  clinicians  and  assistants  has  been  appointed  and 
clinics  are  held  daily  throughout  the  year.  Cases  applying  for 
treatment  are  classified  according  to  their  diseases  and  assigned  to 
the  different  clinicians. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  College,  every  advanced  student  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  observe  and  personally  attend  a  large  num- 
ber of  cases,  under  the  supervision  of  the  clinical  staff. 

The  advantage  of  an  out-patient  clinic  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
varieties  of  cases  presented  for  observation  are,  to  a  great  extent, 
those  seen  in  office  practice.  Combined  with  hospital  work,  the 
Dispensary  Clinic  forms  an  invaluable  system  of  practical  training 
for  the  student. 

An  obstetrical  bureau  has  been  established  in  conjunction  wnth 
the  clinic,  where  indigent  women  may  make  application  for 
attendance  at  their  own  homes  during  confinement.  The  clinician 
in  charge  of  this  department  will  assign  cases  in  rotation  to  stu- 
dents of  the  Senior  Class. 


HOSPITAL  APPOINTHENTS. 


The  position  of  Interne,  or  House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  in 
the  Cit3^  and  County  Hospital,  is  open  each  year  to  four  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the 
Faculty  by  their  diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appoint- 
ments. Internes  receive  their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and 
secure  opportunities  for  accumulating  an  invaluable  experience  in 
every  field  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

On  completion  of  the  term  of  service,  a  certificate  is  issued  by 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Health  and  the  authorities  of  the  City 
and  County  Hospital,  as  evidence  of  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  required  duties. 

Students  of  the  senior  class  desiring  these  appointments  are 
required  to  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Dean  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  City  Receiving  Hospital  is  open  to  students  and  graduates 
of  this  institution.  In  this  hospital  an  excellent  opportunity  is 
afforded  for  experience  in  emergency  work. 

Several  of  the  private  hospitals  in  the  city  provide  positions  on 
the  house  staff,  which  are  open  to  graduates  of  this  College,  viz: 

St.  Mary's  Hospital,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital, 
La  Maison  de  Sant^  (French  Hospital),  German  Hospital,  and  the 
Hospital  for  Children. 

Assistants  to  the  stafi  of  the  San  Francisco  Polyclinic  are  also 
appointed  from  the  graduates  of  this  institution. 
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MATRICULATION   EXAMIiNATION. 


Students  desiring  to  matriculate  are  required  to  undergo  exam- 
inations for  admission,  with  the  following  exceptions,  viz. 

1.  Applicants  who  present  certificates  of  having  successfully 
passed  the  examination  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Letters  or 
the  College  of  Science  of  the  University  of  California,  or  some 
other  recognized  University  or  College. 

2.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  gradua- 
tion from  the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other  recognized 
University  or  College. 

3.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  graduation 
from  recognized  High  Schools  and  Academies. 

4.  Applicants  who  present  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation 
from  a  State  Normal  School  of  California,  or  of  any  other  State  or 
Territory. 

Applicants  who  do  not  present  any  of  the  above  credentials  will 
be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  subjects  em- 
braced in  a  thorough  English  education.  A  knowledge  of  Physics 
and  elementary  I^atin  will  also  be  required.  Students  deficient  in 
I^atin  will  be  allowed  one  year  to  make  up  the  condition.  After 
the  present  session  the  examinations  will  cover  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

1.  Arithmetic. — Including  the  Metric  System.  The  technical 
parts  of  commercial  arithmetic,  viz:  banking,  taxes,  duties,  stocks, 
insurance,  exchange  and  average  of  payments  are  not  insisted  on. 

2.  Ai^GKBRA. — To  Quadratic  Equations;  namely,  the  various 
methods  of  factoring,  the  theory  of  exponents,  integral  and  frac- 
tional, positive  and  negative,  ratio  and  proportion. 

3.  Plane  Geometry. — Including  the  general  properties  of 
regular  polygons,  their  construction,  perimeters  and  areas,  and  the 
different  methods  of  determining  the  ratio  of  the  circximference  to 
the  diameter. 
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4.  KxoijvSii. — The  examination  in  this  subject  will  presuppose 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  grammar  and  elementary  rhetoric  and 
practice  in  composition. 

5.  Civil  GovkrnmknT-  A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  Federal,  State  and  local.  This 
requirement  presupposes  an  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  the 
United  States. 

6.  Universal  History. — Refer  to  Myer's  Ancient,  Mediaeval 
and  Modern  Histories. 

7.  Physics. — The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experimentall}^ 
as  shown  in  some  such  w  ork  as  Gage's  Blements  of  Physics. 

8.  Chemistry. — The  elements  of  the  subject,  taught  experi- 
mentally as  show^n  in  some  such  work  as  William's  Introduction 
to  Chemical  Science. 

9.  Botany. — Refer  to  Bustin\s  or  Gray's  Elements,  or  Wood's 
First  Lessons. 

10.  Latin. — A  knowledge  of  Elementary  Latin  is  required,  sucli 
as  would  be  obtained  from  a  careful  study  of  Smith's  Principia 
Latina,  Part  i. 

The  matriculation  examination  will  be  held  at  the  college  build- 
ing, under  the  direction  of  a  well-known  educator. 
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ADVANCED  STANDING. 


Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  requiring  a  preliminary  examination 
equivalent  to  the  one  required  by  this  institution,  will,  upon  pass- 
ing a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the 
first  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  Sophomore  Class,  in 
this  institution,  provided  the  courses  are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year,  be  admitted 
as  students  of  the  Junior  Class,  provided  the  courses  of  lectures  are 
in  different  calendar  3^ears. 

Students  who  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures  in 
any  recognized  regular  Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  third  year, 
be  admitted  as  students  of  the  vSenior  Class,  provided  the  courses 
of  lectures  are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Graduates  of  recognized  regular  Medical  Colleges  requiring 
attendance  upon  four  courses  of  lectures  will  be  admitted  as  stu- 
dents of  the  Senior  Class  in  this  institution  without  any  examin- 
ation. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  a  student  be  credited  with  attend- 
ance upon  two  courses  of  lectures,  unless  such  courses  have  been 
in  different  calendar  years. 

Students,  who  have  attended  one  or  more  courses  of  lectures 
in  Medical  Colleges  not  requiring  a  preliminary  examination 
equivalent  to  the  one  required  by  this  institution,  will  not  be  ad- 
mitted to  advanced  standing  unless  they  pass  the  usual  matricula- 
tion examination,  as  given  on  page  22. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  Colleges  in  good  standing  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  Class  without  examination. 
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Graduates  of  recognized  Dental  Colleges  requiring  an  attend- 
ance upon  three  annual  courses  of  lectures  will  be  admitted  to  the 
vSophomore  Class  without  examination. 

No  graduate  of  any  Medical  College  having  a  course  of  less 
than  four  3'ears  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  in  this  institu- 
tion, without  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum 
provided  for  the  third  year. 

Diplomas  from  Eclectic  and  other  irregular  schools  of  medi- 
cine and  certificates  of  private  study  under  the  direction  of  a  phy- 
sician, will  not  be  recognized. 

Theological  and  Law  Students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lect- 
ures without  examination. 


BOARDING. 

The  expense  of  living  in  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good 
board  with  room-rent  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five 
dollars  per  week,  at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  College  build- 
ing. Students  from  a  distance  may  obtain  the  address  of  these 
boarding-houses,  and  other  information,  by  calling  on  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  Dr.  R.  A.  McLean,  305  Kearny  street,  corner  of  Bush.

REQUIREMENTS   FOR  QRADUATiON. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  He  must  give  satis- 
factory evidence  of  possessing  a  good  moral  character,  which  in- 
chides  unexceptionable  conduct  while  at  the  college.  The  Faculty 
reserves  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any  student  with 
the  institution  at  any  time  on  the  ground  of  what  it  may  deem 
moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  four  full  years,  and  must 
liave  attended  four  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  separate  calendar 
years,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  University  of 
California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written 
and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  Study  of  Practical  Anatomy 
during  at  least  two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  having 
dissected  every  part  of  the  cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the 
graduation  fee.

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THK   REGULAR   COURSE. 

The  Regular  Course  begins  on  the  ist  of  June  and  continues 
six  months. 

During  the  Regular  Course  there  will  be  given  at  the  Polyclinic 
House  each  week  twenty-two  Clinical  Lectures,  each  being  illus- 
trated by  cases  selected  from  the  large  number  of  patients  attend- 
ant at  the  clinics  of  the  San  Francisco  Polyclinic.  These  lectures 
will  cover  the  range  of  medicine  in  its  present  scope,  and  all  its 
subdivisions  into  specialties.  They  will  be  entirely  practical  in 
character,  the  intention  being  to  demonstrate  to  each  student  the 
clinical  features  of  the  cases  that  present  themselves. 

In  addition  to  these  Clinical  Lectures,  and  as  part  of  the  same 
course,  there  will  be  given  each  week  in  the  four  hospitals  of  San 
Francisco,  on  the  visiting  staft  of  which  are  members  of  the  Fac- 
ulty of  the  Post  Graduate  School,  eighteen  Hospital  Clinics.  At 
none  of  these  will  the  attendance  be  permitted  to  be  large,  for  they 
will  be  held,  for  the  most  part,  in  private  hospitals,  and  this  will 
insure  that  all  who  are  present  will  have  full  opportunities  for  see- 
ing everything  that  is  done  on  the  operating  table,  and  of  follow- 
ini^  the  post-operation  management  and  the  course  of  the  case. 
DEGREES  AND   CERTIFICATES   OF  ATTENDANCE. 

The  Regular  Course  of  Clinical  Lectures  has  been  planned  to 
follow  and  supplement  the  three-years'  course  of  Didactic  Lectures, 
and  the  time  spent  in  attending  this  course  in  the  Post  Graduate 
Medical  Department  will  be  accepted  by  the  Universit}^  as  a  fourth 
year  of  study. 

To  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University 
who  attend  this  course  and  successfully  pass  the  required  examin- 
ations the  Regents  will  issue  a  Post  Graduate  Degree,  testifying  to 
the  four  years  of  study,  and  entitling  the  holder  to  recognition 
from  those  Universities,  Colleges  and  States  which  require  four 
years  of  study  for  the  obtainment  of  the  degree. 

To  graduates  of  schools  of  medicine,  other  than  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  University  of  California,  the  requirements  of 
which  for  the  obtaining  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are 
equal  to  those  of  the  University  of  California,  the  same  degree  will 
be  issued  upon  the  same  terms.

Graduates  of  such  Medical  Colleges  as  are  recognized  by  the 
American  Medical  Association  will  be  permitted  to  present  them- 
selves for  examination  for  the  degree  of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy 
after  one  year's  attendance  at  this  College,  provided  they  have 
complied  with  all  the  other  conditions  for  graduation.

THIRTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  COURSE  OF 
INSTRUCTION 


SESSION  OF  1896-97 

The  Medical  Dapartment  of  the  University  of  California  was 
organized  in  1872,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  educational 
center.  It  was  among  the  first  to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of 
medical  education,  having,  as  early  as  1875,  instituted  a  three 
years'  course  and  graded  studies,  and  in  18S5  an  CKamination  for 
admission  to  the  College. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school  > 
and  now  in  force,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Increase  of  the  Time  of  Study  to  Four  Years. 
— Attendance  upon  four  regular  courses  of  lectures  of  eight 
months  each,  attended  through  four  separate  years,  is  required 
before  the  student  can  present  himself  for  graduation.  Students 
are  also  required  to  attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the 
last  two  sessions. 

2.  Yearly  Examinations.— At  the  close  of  each  ses- 
sion, examinations  are  held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the 
student  during  the  year  past,  his  advancement  depending  on  the 
result  of  such  examinations. 

*3.  Graded  Studies. — By  this  arrangement  the  student 
is  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding 
higher.

At  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  final  exaniinationvS  will  ])e 
given  in  Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Chemistry 
and  Materia  Medica.  At  the  end  of  the  Junior  year  final  examin- 
ations will  be  given  in  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Pathology. 

Graduates  of  this  College  and  those  holding  certificates  of 
attendance  upon  lectures  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their 
medical  studies  by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England, 
Royal  College  of  Surgeoas  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  providing  they  present  certifi- 
cates of  having  passed  successfully  the  entrance  examination  to 
the  College  of  Letters  of  this  University,  or  some  other  recognized 
College  or  University. 

LOCATION. 

"While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the*  State  University  are 
clustered  at  Berkeley,  its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious 
reasons,  situated  in  San  Francisco.  The  Medical  College  building, 
known  as  "Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illustrious  founder,  is 
one  of  the  most  complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is  located 
near  North  Beach,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favor- 
ing the  health  and  industrious  habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five 
hundred  persons;  the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as 
capacious;  the  Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  speci- 
mens and  preparations;  the  Dissecting  Room  is  fitted  with  all  the 
modern  improvements;  the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals 
and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teaching.  Apartments  in 
the  building  are  set  apart  for  Laboratory  work,  and  a  commodious 
reading-room  is  also  provided. 

The  College  stands  near  the  termini  of  the  Powell-street  cars 
and  the  Kearny-street  electric  line. 

THE    COLLEGIATE    YEAR. 

In  order  to  conform  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  Medical  Col- 
leges, and  of  the  Academic  Departments  of  this  University,  the 
Faculty  has  determined  to  abandon  the  plan,  heretofore  pursued, 
of  conducting  the  sessions  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 
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The  sessions  begin  regularly  September  ist,  and  continue  eight! 
calendar  months. 

During  the  term  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  are! 
taught,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular  clinics  are  held  three! 
days  each  week,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  the  pro-] 
^fessors  of  the  clinical  chairs  have  charge  of  wards  and  possess 
every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students;  clinics  are  also 
held  daily  at  the  College  Dispensary.  Lectures  are  given  daily 
by  the  Professors,  and  evening  recitations  are  held  several  times  a 
week. 

The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the 
healthful  pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  deten- 
tion from  lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of  weather  being  absolutely 
unknown. 


METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION 


The  course  of  study  pursued  in  this  school  comprises  Clinical, 
Didactic,  and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given 
to  the  first,  although  it  is  intended  that  the  three  methods  shall 
be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious  whole. 


CLINICAL  TEACHING 

hi  Clinical  Teachings  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical 
Professors  has  for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student 
with  the  phenomena  of  disease,  that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing 
and  touch  may  be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the 
University  have  been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to 
the  City  and  County  Hospital,  a  complete  and  modern  structure, 
containing  five  hundred  beds,  and  presenting  for  observation  per- 
haps every  known  form  of  disease,  including  those  peculiar  to 
tropical  and  South  America.  The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely 
drawn  from  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  giving  them  unusual 
advantages  for  developing  clinical  material.  The  Professor  of 
Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  surgical  wards  (thirty-two 
beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two  wards,  the 
Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  the  Professor  of  Oph- 
thalmology, one  ward  each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three  times 
a  week  in  the  Mortuary  by  the  Pathologist.  A  large  operating 
theater  has  been  erected,  where  the  major  and  minor  operations 
of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the  class.  Operating  days  are 
Tuesday  and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  junction 
of  Twenty-second  street  with  Potrero  avenue,  and  is  accessible 
from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  cars,  the  Omnibus,  the  Mission 
street,  and  Valencia  street  lines. 

HOSPITAL  CLINICS. 
Clinical  Surgery. — Professor   McLean  delivers    clinical 
lectures  on  Practical  and  Operative  Surgery,   at  the  City  and 
County  H  ospital,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  through-

out  the  session.  Especial  attention  is  given,  in  a  ward  devoted 
to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of  disorders  of  the  genito-urinary 
organs  and  venereal  diseases.  A  course  of  Minor  Surgery  is  also 
given.  Instruction  in  this  branch  includes  the  application  of 
bandages  and  the  various  dressings  used  in  treating  wounds,  frac- 
tures, dislocations,  etc. 

Clinical  Medicine.— Professor  W.  W.  Kerr  will  deliver 
a  course  of  lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  same  hospital  each 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday.  The  course  of  study  will  con- 
sist in  the  demonstration  of  cases  illustrating  the  different  phases 
and  peculiarities  which  disease  assumes,  the  examination  of 
patients  at  the  bedside  by  the  student,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
professor,  together  with  the  instruction  in  all  those  details  which 
qualify  the  student  to  discharge  his  duty  agreeably  and  efficiently 
in  the  sick-room. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery.— Professor 
R.  Beverly  Cole  holds  a  Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of 
instruction  in  Operative  Gynecology,  the  use  of  instruments, 
appliances,  etc.  He  will  also  devote  a  portion  of  his  lectures  to 
Clinical  Midwifery,  taking  as  illustrations  such  cases  of  interest 
as  may  occur  in  the  Lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time.  The  senior 
students  will  each,  in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the  study  of 
Practical  Obstetrics  at  the  bedside. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.— Professor  Powers  will 
deliver  one  didactic  lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering 
the  subjects  of  the  Kye  and  Bar.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated 
by  models,  charts  and  blackboard  drawings.  He  will  also  con- 
duct two  clinics  a  week  at  the  College  Dispensary,  where,  in  ad- 
dition to  operative  and  severe  cases,  he  has  a  large  out-patient 
clinic,  including  many  children,  with  many  illustrations  of  cases 
as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics  senior  students 
are  required,  in  turn,  to  keep  record  of  the  cases,  with  a  view  to 
cultivating  a  habit  of  casewriting.  Associate  Professor  W.  B. 
Hopkins  will  hold  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  City  and  County 
Hospital  and  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  nose  and  throat, 
with  quizzes. 
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DIDACTIC  TEACHING 


A    brief  outline  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  several  depart- 
ments will  be  found  in  the  following  summary: 

Anatomy. — Professor  Williamson's  course  in  Anatomy  will 
be  illustrated  by  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver,  and  by  both  wet 
and  dry  preparations,  models,  manikins,  drawings,  and  diagrams, 
and  will  include  a  course  on  general,  special,  topographical  and 
surgical  anatomy.  The  dissecting  room  is  spacious,  well  venti- 
lated, lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  the  necessary  con- 
veniences. It  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  the  Professor  and  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A 
supply  of  material  is  always  procurable  at  small  cost.  When  dis- 
sections are  conducted  in  a  diligent  and  satisfactory  manner,  the 
student  is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part 
dissected.  One  of  the  demonstrators  will  be  present  daily  in  the 
dissecting  room  during  working  hours,  so  that  students  will  re- 
ceive the  proper  attention  and  assistance. 

An  osteological  room  will  be  open  during  the  term,  where 
students  will  have  the  opportunity  of  studying  the  anatomy  of 
bones  and  articulations.  Special  demonstrations  will  be  conducted 
in  this  room  for  members  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  Surgical  Anatomy  will  be  delivered 
before  the  Junior  Class.  The  course  in  Anatomy  will  be  divided 
between  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  his  assistants.  A  schedule 
outlining  this  work  will  be  issued  to  students  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  entire  course  will  be  the  thorough 
drill  in  Practical  Anatomy.  Students  who  have  been  careless  or 
negligent  in  their  dissections  will  not  be  granted  certificates,  until 
by  additional  work  they  have  entirely  covered  their  deficiencies. 
Physiology. — The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor 
D'Ancona  embrace  a  consideration  of  both  general  and  special 
Phy  siology,  and  are  illustrated  by  a  complete  series  of  colored 
drawings  and  by  photographs  projected  upon  a  screen  by  means  of 
the  stereopticon;  besides  which,  the  large  collection  of  prepara- 
tions and  drawings  of  the  Scientific  Department  of  Berkeley  are 
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at  the  command  of  the  Professor.  Vivisections  are  practiced 
when  necessary. 

The  course  embraces  the  lectures  of  two  years,  one  year  being 
devoted  to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  and  reproduc- 
tion, the  other  to  nutrition,  respiration,  circulation,  etc.,  and  the 
special  senses. 

Histology  and  Pathology.— Professor  John  C.  Spencer 
and  Dr.  Kugeler  will  strive  to  make  this  course  as  practical  as 
possible.  Sections  of  normal  tissues  and  diseased  organs  ready 
for  mounting  will  be  given  to  the  students,  so  that  they  may  be- 
come familiarized  with  the  methods  of  preparing  specimens  for 
examination.  In  this  way  the  general  principles  of  normal  growth 
and  development,  and  the  operation  of  pathological  laws,  will  be 
illustrated  and  fixed  in  the  mind  of  the  student.  The  use  of  the 
microscope  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  in  the  examination  of  sputum, 
urine,  blood,  etc.,  will  also  be  in  this  way  illustrated,  as  opportun- 
ity arises. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry.— Pro- 
fessor A.  ly.  I^engfeld,  in  his  course,  will  give  special  attention  to 
that  part  of  Chemistry  relating  to  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  The 
lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  experiments,  and  the  theory  will  be 
demonstrated  practically  by  excursions  to  various  public  works 
from  time  to  time.  The  nature,  origin,  physical  and  chemical 
properties  of  the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  will  be  fully  elucidated.  The  cabinet  of  Materia 
Medica,  which  contains  the  important  as  well  as  the  new  and  rare 
drugs  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  employed  in  medicine, 
will  be  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures. 

Practical  Chemistry.— The  Chemical  Laboratory  has 
been  thoroughly  refitted  with  the  latest  and  most  approved  appa- 
ratus. Kach  student  is  provided  with  a  separate  bench  and  set  of 
apparatus  and  reagents,  performing  individually  all  experiments. 

Professor  Frank  T.  Green  will  conduct  a  systematic  course 
in  Practical  Chemistry,  including  qualitative  and  quantitative 
analysis  of  water,  foods,  milk,  urine,  mineral  and  vegetable  poisons . 

First  Year. — Kach  student  will  perform  a  series  of  experi- 
ments in  which  he  will  develop  the  main  principles  of  the  science 
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of  chemistry,  and  become  familiar  with  chemical  substances  and 
their  reactions. 

Secofid  Year. — The  simplest  and  most  approved  methods  of 
examining:  water,  milk  and  urine,  chemically  and  microscopically, 
will  be  performed  by  each  student.  The  course  will  close  with  a 
series  of  tests  for  alkaloids  in  organic  and  other  mixtures. 

Chemical  Laboratory.— /^^V^/  Year:  The  important 
feature  of  the  first  year's  work  is  the  reactions  of  the  acids  and 
baseSy  together  with  chemical  manipulation  from  an  analytical 
standpoint.  The  object  of  such  work  is  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  acids  and  salts,  together  with  their  behavior  towards  each 
other,  that  he  may  gain  a  knowledge  of  chemical  incom- 
patabilities. 

Specific  Gravity  with  Hydrometers  is  then  considered. 

This  is  to  be  followed  by  Urinalysis  (qualitative).  First  Part: 
Normal  properties  and  constituents.  Second  part :  Abnormal 
properties  and  constituents.  Third  Part:  The  study  of  urinary 
sediments,  together  with  their  forms,  crystalline,  organized  and 
amorphous,  with  their  micro-chemic  behavior  towards  reagents. 

Toxicology  from  an  analytical  standpoint  will  be  dwelt  upon, 
embracing  the  tests  for  the  identification  of  the  volatile,  mineral 
and  vegetable  poisons. 

Kach  student  is  required  to  be  present  at  the  laboratory  ses- 
sions, keep  desks,  apparatus  and  reagent  bottles  clean  and  in  order, 
keep  a  journal,  and  submit  reports  to  the  professor  in  charge. 

Second  Year. — Qualitative  relationship  of  volume  and  weighty 
or  specific  gravity  of  solids  lighter  and  heavier  than  water;  of  both 
heavy  and  light  liquids.  By  means  of  the  Pycnometer,  Krdman 
float  and  Westphal  balance,  specific  gravity  will, be  dwelt  upon  as 
much  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  metric  system,  as  for  the 
special  teaching  and  experience  gained. 

The  Blow-pipCy  the  platinum  wire  and  foil,  borax  bead  and 
stick  of  charcoal,  open  and  closed  glass  tubes,  as  a  basis  of  prelim- 
i  nary  examinations  will  be  touched  upon. 

The  Spectroscope  in  its  application  to  the  analysis  of  the  flames 
of  volatilizing  alkalies  and  earths,  also  the  identification  of  the 
absorption  spectra  of  blood  and  certain  organic  colors,  follows. 
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Quantitative  urinalysis  will  be  pursued  with  a  view  to  aid  in 
diagnosis. 

Urine, — Volumetric  estimations:  glucose,  acidity,  chlorides, 
albumen,  phosphates.  Gravimetric  estimations:  sulphates,  chlor- 
ides, uric  acid,  albumen.  Gasometric  estimations:  glucose  and 
urea  (by  decomposition). 

The  Polariscope  and  its  use  in  estimating  the  quantities  of 
glucose  in  diabetic  urine,  with  a  control  by  Fehling's  method. 
The  polarization  of  albumen. 

Milk  analysis  according  to  the  standards  adopted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Health.  Milk,  with  its  organic  and  inorganic 
constituents;  numerous  samples  to  be  analyzed  in  the  laboratory 
by  each  student,  not  only  examined  as  to  adulteration  but  as  re- 
gards composition. 

Water  analysis  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  including  both 
qualitative  and  quantitative,  as  factors  in  the  determination  of 
purity. 

Toxicology:  The  search  for  poisons  in  foods  and  tissues.  The 
student  is  required  to  separate  and  detect  poisons  from  same,  using 
corroborative  methods  of  identification. 

Food  adulteration  and  its  detection.  Tea,  cofifee,  cocoa,  butter, 
sugar,  confectionery,  honey,  beverages,  liquors,  vinegar,  pickles 
and  condiments. 

Students  to  be  present  at  laboratory,  keep  desks,  apparatus, 
reagent  bottles,  etc.,  clean  and  in  order,  to  keep  a  journal,  bring 
samples,  and  submit  reports  to  the  professor  in  charge. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical).— The  lec- 
tures in  this  department,  by  Professor  Dodge  and  Dr.  Berndt,  will 
explain  the  physiological  actions  and  therapeutic  indications  of 
all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure,  alleviation  or 
prevention  of  diseases.  The  action  of  drugs  will  be  shown  by 
practical  demonstration  upon  living  animals. 

Dr.  Leland  will  deliver  a  course  on  therapeutic  measures,  non- 
medicinal;  including  the  preparation  and  use  of  poultices,  plasters, 
stupes,  etc. 

Surgery. — Professor  Taylor  and  Associate  Professor  Shiels 
deliver  three   lectures  each  week  on  the  science  and  art  of  Sur- 
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gery.  The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of  surgical 
conditions,  and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  particu- 
larly dwelt  upon  and  illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when 
necessary.  The  course  will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon 
Operative  Surgery,  with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver.  The 
students  will  be  drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instruments  used 
in  the  various  operations. 

Practice  of  Medicine. — Professor  W.  F.  McNutt  pre- 
sents in  his  lectures  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  its 
modern  aspects.  He  gives  a  description  of  the  different  diseases, 
their  etiology,  pathology,  symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and 
treatment.  The  various  pathological  changes  are  demonstrated 
by  means  of  plates,  preparations,  and  recent  specimens  of  diseased 
parts. 

Obstetrics  — The  science  and  art  of  Obstetrics  are  taught 
by  Professor  R.  Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated 
by  the  use  of  colored  plates  and  drawings,  prepared  specimens, 
and  the  manikin .  The  principal  obstetric  operations  are  performed 
on  the  cadaver  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 

Gynecology, — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clin- 
ically by  Prof.  Cole  and  Dr.  von  Hoffmann.  The  use  of  gyneco- 
logical instruments  is  carefully  shown,  and  the  several  procedures 
explained  by  means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams  and  manikins. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.— The  instruction  in 
addition  to  the  regular  lectures  by  Professor  Robertson  on  the 
Medical  Jurisprudence  of  Insanity  will  include  a  course  on  Alco- 
holism and  the  Narcotics,  together  with  a  discussion  of  the  local- 
ization of  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  These  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  specially  prepared  plates  and  diagrams,  showing  the 
results  of  the  most  recent  investigations.  It  is  intended  to  further 
illustrate  this  subject  by  demonstrations  of  normal  and  patho- 
logical brains  and  spinal  cords. 

Functional  nervous  diseases,  including  the  various  phases  of 
Hysteria  and  Hypnotic  conditions,  will  receive  special  attention. 
The  instruction  in  both  functional  and  organic  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system  will   be  supplemented   by  clinical  lectures  and 
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demonstrations.  It  is  intended  that  the  students  shall  further 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  pathological  appearance  of  ner- 
vous tissue,  not  only  by  observing  sections  already  prepared,  but 
by  actual  work  in  the  laboratory,  where  section  cutting,  staining, 
and  slide  mounting  will  be  taught. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  Insanity,  visits  will  be 
made  to  the  various  city  and  state  institutions  for  the  care  of  the 
insane,  so  as  to  acquaint  the  students  more  thoroughly  with  the 
characteristic  features  of  this  disease. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Professor  Swan  and  Associate 
Professor  Lewitt  will  devote  one  hour  each  week  to  this  subject, 
illustrating  their  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an  unusually  large 
experience  in  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to  children. 

Diseases  of  tiie  Skin. — A  clinic  for  diseases  of  the  skin 
is  useful  for  students  chiefly  as  an  excellent  place  to  study  external 
pathology.  In  looking  at  a  case  of  skin  disease,  the  disease  pro- 
cesses can  be  seen,  which  in  a  clinic  for  internal  medicine  must, 
in  a  large  measure,  be  taken  for  granted.  It  will  not  be  held  nec- 
essary that  students  shall  strive  to  master  long  lists  of  difficult 
names,  or  learn  with  painful  accuracy  the  symptoms  of  some  rare 
disease,  but  it  will  be  expected  that  they  will  learn  something 
about  general  pathology,  and  the  subject  will  be  made  as  easy  and  • 
attractive  as  possible  by  examples  of  disease  processes  shown  in 
the  clinic. 


DISPENSARY    CLINICS. 


The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is 
held  at  155  New  Montgomery  street.  This  clinic  is  located  in  the 
heart  of  a  thickly  populated  district,  where  clinical  material  of 
every  description  is  extremely  abundant.  The  clinical  rooms  are 
large  and  airy,  and  provided  with  every  facility  for  the  successful 
demonstration  and  treatment  of  disease. 

A  full  staff  of  clinicians  and  assistants  has  been  appointed,  and 
clinics  are  held  daily  throughout  the  year.  Cases  applying  for 
treatment  are  classified  according  to  their  diseases  and  assigned  to 
the  diflferent  clinicians. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  College,  every  advanced  student 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  observe  and  personally  attend  a  large 
number  of  cases,  under  the  supervision  of  the  clinical  staff. 

The  advantage  of  an  out-patient  clinic  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
varieties  of  cases  presented  for  observation  are,  to  a  great  extent, 
those  seen  in  oflBce  practice.  Combined  with  hospital  work,  the 
Dispensary  Clinic  forms  an  invaluable  system  of  practical  training 
for  the  student. 

An  obstetrical  bureau  has  been  established  in  conjunction 
with  the  clinic,  where  indigent  women  may  make  application  for 
attendance  at  their  own  homes  during  confinement.  The  clin- 
ician in  charge  of  this  department  will  assign  cases  in  rotation  to 
students  of  the  Senior  Class. 


MATRICULATION    EXAMINATION. 


Students  desiring  to  matriculate  are  required  to  undergo  ex- 
aminations for  admission,  with  the  following  exceptions,  viz: 

1.  Applicants  who  present  certificates  of  having  successfully- 
passed  the  examination  for  admission  to  the  College  of  I^etters  or 
the  Colleges  of  Science  of  the  University  of  California,  or  some 
other  recognized  University  or  College. 

2.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  gradu- 
ation from  the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other  recognized 
University  or  College. 

3.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  gradu- 
ation from  recognized  High  Schools  and  Academies. 

4.  Applicants  who  present  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  gradu- 
ation from  a  State  Normal  School  of  California,  or  of  any  other 
state  or  territory. 

Applicants  whose  credentials  are  otherwise  satisfactory  will 
be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  Physics,  if  their  certificates 
do  not  cover  that  subject. 

Applicants  who  do  not  present  any  of  the  above  credentials 
will  be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  Arithmetic. — Including  the  Metric  System.  The  tech- 
nical parts  of  commercial  arithmetic,  viz:  banking,  taxes,  duties, 
stocks,  insurance,  exchange  and  average  of  payments  are  not  in- 
sisted on. 

2.  Ai^GKBRA. — To  Quadratic  Equations;  namely,  the  various 
methods  of  factoring,  the  theory  of  exponents,  integral  and  frac- 
tional, positive  and  negative,  ratio  and  proportion. 

3.  PI.ANE  Ge^ometry. — Including  the  general  properties  of 
regular  polygons,  their  construction,  perimeters  and  areas,  and  the 
different  methods  of  determining  the  ratio  of  the  circumference  to 
the  diameter. 
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4.  ENGiyiSH. — The  examination  in  this  subject  will  presuj)- 
pose  a  thorough  knowledge  of  grammar  and  elementary  rhetoric 
and  practice  in  composition. 

5.  Civiiv  Government.— A  knowledge  of  the  principles  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  Federal,  State  and  local. 
This  requirement  presupposes  an  acquaintance  with  the  history  of 
the  United  States. 

6.  Universai,  History. — Refer  to  Myers'  Ancient,  Mediae- 
val and  Modern  Histories. 

7.  Physics. — The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experi- 
mentally, as  shown  in  some  such  work  as  Gage's  Elements  of 
Physics. 

8.  Chemistry. — The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experi- 
mentally, as  shown  in  some  such  work  as  Williams'  Introduction 
to  Chemical  Science. 

9.  Botany. — Refer  to  Bustin's  or  Gray's  Elements,  or 
Wood's  First  Lessions. 

10.  IvATiN. — A  knowledge  of  Elementary  Latin  is  required, 
such  as  would  be  obtained  from  a  careful  study  of  Smith's  Prin- 
cipia  Latina,  Part  i. 

The  matriculation  examination  will  be  held  at  the  college 
building,  under  the  direction  of  a  well-known  educator. 

Applicants  are  not  admitted  as  regular  students  after  Septem- 
ber 30th. 

1897-98. 


With  the  beginning  of  the  session  of  1897-98,  matriculants  not 
presenting  satisfactory  credentials  will  be  required  to  pass  the 
examination  in  the  subjects  named  below,  conducted  by  the  regu- 
lar examining  board  of  the  Academic  Departments  of  the  Univer- 
sity. These  examinations  will  be  held  at  Berkeley,  August  9,  10 
and  II.  It  is  expected  that  the  authorities  will  also  provide  an 
entrance  examination  at  some  earlier  time  at  points  distant  from 
Berkeley.  Applicants  who  wish  to  take  the  examinations  held  at 
any  place  other  than  Berkeley,  should  notify  the  Dean  of  their 
intention  as  early  as  April  ist.     Subjects: 
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1.  Bngi^ish. — (a)  The  examination  in  this  subject  will  pre- 
suppose thorough  knowledge  of  grammar  and  elementary  rhetoric, 
and  a  study  of  the  following  works:  (i)  The  Lady  of  the  I^ake;  (2) 
Gayley's  Classic  Myths  in  English  Literature  (Ginn  &  Co.),  or 
Bulfinch's  Age  of  Fable;  (3)  The  Alhambra;  (4)  Sir  Roger  de  Cov- 
erley;^  (5)  Short  Poems:  L' Allegro,  II  Penseroso,  Winter,  Tarn 
O'Shanter,  The  Deserted  Village,  The  Winter  Morning  Walk,  The 
Cotter's  Saturday  Night,  The  Ancient  Mariner,  Horatius,  and 
selections  from  Byron  (Syle's  From  Milton  to  Tennyson);  (6)  The 
Merchant  of  Venice;  (7)  Julius  Caesar;  (8)  Macaulay's  Warren 
Hastings. 

While  the  regular  examination  will,  for  the  present,  be  upon 
these  subjects  without  option,  teachers  of  approved  ability,  in 
schools  on  the  accredited  list  of  the  University,  may,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  English  department,  avail  themselves  of  such 
substitutes  as  the  following:  for  (i).  The  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel; 
for  (3),  Tom  Brown  at  Rugby,  or  Ivanhoe;  for  (4),  Addison's 
Select  Essays  (Allyn  and  Bacon);  for  (5),  some  twelve  poems  of 
similar  scope  and  character;  for  (6)  or  for  (7),  Macbeth. 

(d)  EngIvISh  Composition. — A  test  of  the  applicant's  ability 
to  express  himself  in  clear,  correct,  and  idiomatic  English.  This 
topic  is  now  made  the  subject  of  a  separate  examination. 

2.  Arithmetic. — No  examination  in  this  subject  will  hence- 
forward be  set  for  entrance  to  the  Colleges  at  Berkeley,  since  the 
study  comes  regularly  in  the  Grammar  School,  and  its  essential 
processes  are  involved  in  Algebra. 

3.  Ai^GEBRA. — Through  Quadratic  Equations;  namely,  the 
various  methods  of  factoring,  the  theory  of  exponents,  integral 
and  fractional,  positive  and  negative,  the  calculus  of  radicals, 
ratio,  and  proportion;  quadratic  equations,  both  single  and  simul- 
taneous, their  solution  and  their  theory,  including  all  the  re- 
cognized methods  of  solution  and  all  equations  reducible  to  the 
quadratic  form  and  the  formation  of  equations  from  given  roots.

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4.  Pi,ANE  Geometry. — Including  the  general  propertievS  of 
regular  polygons,  their  construction,  perimeters  and  areas,  and 
the  different  methods  for  determining  the  ratio  of  the  circum- 
ference to  the  diameter. 

5.  Government  of  the  United  States.— A  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  government,  whether  Federal,  State,  or  local. 
This  requirement  presupposes  an  acquaintance  with  the  history 
of  the  United  States. 

6.  Latin. — (a)  Caesar,  Gallic  War,  books  i-iv;  {d)  Cicero,  the 
four  Catilinarian  Orations,  with  questions,  in  both  cases,  on  the 
implied  grammar,  the  subject-matter,  and  the  corresponding 
archaeology;  (^)  translation  into  Latin  of  simple  English  sentences. 

While  the  regular  examination  will  be  confined  to  these  sub- 
jects, teachers  of  approved  ability,  in  schools  on  the  accredited 
list  of  the  University,  may,  after  consultation  with  the  Latin  de- 
partment, substitute  any  ten*  Biographies  of  Nepos  for  two  books 
of  the  Gallic  War,  or  the  authors  contained  in  certain  Latin  read- 
ers for  the  whole  of  6  (a).  They  may  also  substitute  certain  other 
orations  of  Cicero  for  the  iii  and  iv  against  Catiline,  under  similar 
conditions. 

7.  Ancient  History  and  Geography. — {a)  Greek  history 
to  the  death  of  Alexander,  with  the  connected  geography. 

(d)  Roman  history  to  the  death  of  Commodus,  with  the  con- 
nected geography. 

Smith's  History  of  Greece,  Myers'  History  of  Greece,  Liddell's 
History  of  Rome,  will  serve  to  indicate  the  amount  required. 

8.  MEDi^VAiy  AND  Modern  History. — Myers'  Mediaeval 
and  Modern  History  will  indicate  the  period  to  be  covered  and 
the  amount  required. 

9.  Physics. — The  elements  of  the  subject,  with  adequate 
experimental  illustration.  The  requirement  represents  one  full 
school  year  of  work  done  during  the  last  two  years  of  preparation 
for  college.  This  preparation  must  include  individual  laboratory 
exercises  by  the  pupils.

lo.     (a)  Chemistry. — The  preparation  required  will  include 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  elementary  principles  of  the 
science.     lyaboratory  practice  is  essential.     A  full  year  of  prepara-^ 
tion  will  be  expected. 

(d)  Botany. — A  knowledge  of  the  organography  of  phanero- 
gamic plants;  involving  accuracy  in  the  use  of  common  terms  em  - 
ployed  in  descriptive  botany.  Ability  to  determine  from  their 
organographic  characteristics,  genera  and  species  of  the  less  diffi  - 
cult  Natural  Orders,  such  as  Rosaceae,  I/eguminosRe,  Cruciferae, 
etc.  An  acquaintance  with  the  processes  of  absorption,  circula- 
tion, and  assimilation,  and,  in  general,  the  growth  of  plants  of  the 
higher  orders.  Bastin's  or  Gray's  Elements,  or  their  equivalent 
text-books,  are  recommended  for  organography  and  physiology, 
and  Gray's  Manual  or  Greene's  Flora  Franciscana,  for  use  in  deter- 
mining genera  and  species. 

(c)  ZooiyOGY. — To  consist  in  the  actual  study  of  animals,  and 
recitations,  the  practical  work  to  be  the  center  of  the  preparation. 
The  practical  work  should  be  partly  in  the  laboratory  and  partly 
in  the  field.  The  chief  aim  of  the  examinations  in  the  subject  will 
be  to  determine  kow  closely  and  accurately  pupils  have  observed. 
Such  guides  for  study  as  Boyer's  Elementary  Biology,  Part  I,  or 
Colton's  Practical  Zoology. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 


I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  He  must  give  satis- 
factory evidence  of  possessing  a  good  moral  character,  which  in- 
cludes unexceptionable  conduct  while  at  the  College.  The  Faculty 
reserves  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any  student  with 
the  institution  at  any  time  on  the  ground  of  what  it  may  deem 
moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  four  full  years,  and  must 
have  attended  four  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  separate  calendar 
years,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  University  of 
California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written 
and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy 
during  at  least  two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  hav- 
ing dissected  every  part  of  the  cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the 
graduation  fee. 


ADVANCED  STANDING. 


Graduates  of  recognized  Iviterary  and  Scientific  Colleges,  and 
those  who  have  spent  two  years  in  the  natural  science  course  of  a 
recognized  University,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  Class 
without  examination. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  requiring  a  preliminary  examination 
equivalent  to  the  one  required  by  this  institution,  will,  upon  pass- 
ing a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the 
first  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  this 
institution,  provided  the  courses  are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year,  be  admitted 
as  students  of  the  Junior  Class,  provided  the  courses  of  lectures 
are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures  in 
any  recognized  regular  Medical  College,  will,  upon  passing  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  third  year, 
be  admitted  as  students  of  the  Senior  Class,  provided  the  courses 
of  lectures  are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Graduates  of  recognized  regular  Medical  Colleges  requiring 
attendance  upon  four  courses  of  lectures  will  be  admitted  as 
students  of  the  Senior  Class  in  this  institution  without  ex- 
amination. 

Under  no  circumstances  will  a  student  be  credited  with  at- 
tendance upon  two  courses  of  lectures,  unless  such  courses  have 
been  in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  or  more  courses  of  lectures 
in  Medical  Colleges  not  requiring  a  preliminary  examination 
equivalent  to  the  one  required  by  this  institution  will  not  be  ad- 
mitted to  advanced  standing  unless  they  pass  the  usual  matricu- 
lation examination,  as  given  on  page  22. 
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No  graduate  of  a  Medical  College  having  a  course  of  less  than 
four  years  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senior  Class  without  passing  an 
examination  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Junior  Class. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  Colleges  in  good  standing  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  Class  without  examination. 

Graduates  of  recognized  Dental  Colleges  requiring  an  attend- 
ance upon  three  annual  courses  of  lectures  will  be  admitted  to  the 
Junior  Class  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  cur- 
riculum of  the  Sophomore  year. 

Certificates  of  private  study  under  the  direction  of  a  physician 
will  not  be  recognized. 

Theological  and  Law  students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lec- 
tures without  examination.

HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS. 


The  position  of  Interne,  or  House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  in 
the  City  and  County  Hospital,  is  open  each  year  to  six  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the  • 
Faculty  by  their  diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appoint- 
ments. Internes  receive  their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year, 
and  secure  opportunities  for  accumulating  an  invaluable  exper- 
ience in  every  field  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

On  completion  of  the  term  of  service,  a  certificate  is  issued  by 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Health  and  the  authorities  of  the  City 
and  County  Hospital,  as  evidence  of  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  required  duties. 

Students  of  the  Senior  Class  desiring  these  appointments  are 
required  to  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Dean,  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  City  Receiving  Hospital  is  open  to  students  and  graduates 
of  this  institution.  In  this  hospital  an  excellent  opportunity  is 
afforded  for  experience  in  emergency  work. 

Several  of  the  private  hospitals  in  the  city  provide  positions 
on  the  house  staff,  which  are  open  to  graduates  of  this  College,  viz:

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THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  COURSE  OF 
INSTRUCTION 


SESSION   OF   1897-98 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  was 
organized  in  1872,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  educational 
center.  It  was  among  the  first  to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of 
medical  education,  having,  as  early  as  1875,  instituted  a  three 
years'  course  and  graded  studies,  and  in  1885  an  examination  for 
admission  to  the  College. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school  and 
now  in  force,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Increase  of  the  Time  of  Study  to  Four  Years. 

— Attendance  upon  four  regular  courses  of  lectures  of  eight 
months  each,  attended  through  four  separate  years,  is  required 
before  the  student  cin  present  himself  for  graduation.  Students 
are  also  required  to  attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the 
last  two  sessions. 

2.  Yearly  Examinations. — At  the  close  of  each  session, 
examinations  are  held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student 
during  the  year  past,  his  advancement  depending  on  the  result  of 
such  examinations. 

3.  Graded  Studies. — By  this  arrangement  the  student 
is  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding 
higher.

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  final  examinations  are  given  in 
Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology,  Chemistry  and 
Materia  Medica.  At  the  end  of  the  third  year  final  examinations 
are  given  in  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Pathology. 

Graduates  of  this  College  and  those  holding  certificates  of  at- 
tendance  upon  lectures  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their 
medical  studies  by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England^ 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 

LOCATION 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are 
clustered  at  Berkeley,  its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious 
reasons,  situated  in  San  Francisco.  The  Medical  College  building, 
known  as  **  Tol and  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illustrious  founder,  is 
one  of  the.  most  complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is  located 
near  North  Beach,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favor- 
ing the  health  and  industrious  habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five 
hundred  persons;  the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as 
capacious;  the  Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  speci- 
mens and  preparations;  the  Dissecting  Room  is  fitted  with  all  the 
modern  improvements;  the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals 
and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teachings.  Apartments  in 
the  building  are  set  apart  for  Laboratory  work,  and  a  commodious 
reading-room  is  also  provided. 

The  College  stands  near  the  termini  of  the  Powell-street  cars 
and  the  Kearny-street  electric  line. 
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THE  COLLEGIATE  YEAR 

The  sessions  begin  September  ist  and  continue  eight  cal- 
endar months. 

During  the  term  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  are 
taught,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular  clinics  are  held  three 
days  each  week,  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  the  pro- 
fessors of  tlie  clinical  chairs  have  charge  of  wards  and  possess 
every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students;  clinics  are  also 
held  daily  at  the  College  Dispensary.  Lectures  are  given  daily 
by  the  Professors,  and  evening  recitations  are  held  several  times  a 
week. 

The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the 
healthful  pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  deten- 
tion from  lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of  weather  being  absolutely 
unknown. 


METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION 


The  course  of  study  pursued  in  this  school  comprises  Clinical, 
Didactic,  and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given 
to  the  first,  although  it  is  intended  that  the  three  methods  shall 
be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious  whole. 


CLINICAL  TEACHING 

In  Clinical  Teachings  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical 
Professors  has  for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student 
with  the  phenomena  of  disease,  that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing 
and  touch  may  be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the 
University  have  been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to 
the  City  and  County  Hospital,  a  complete  and  modem  structure, 
containing  five  hundred  beds,  and  presenting  for  observation  per- 
haps every  known  form  of  disease,  including  those  peculiar  to 
tropical  and  South  America.  The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely 
drawn  from  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  giving  them  unusual 
advantages  for  developing  clinical  material.  The  Professor  of 
Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  surgical  wards  (thirty- two 
beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two  wards,  the 
Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  the  Professor  of  Oph- 
thalmology, one  ward  each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three  times 
a  week  in  the  Mortuary  by  the  Pathologist.  A  large  operating 
theater  has  been  erected,  where  the  major  and  minor  operations 
of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the  class.  Operating  days  are 
Tuesday  and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  junction 
of  Twenty-second  street  with  Potrero  avenue,  and  is  accessible 
from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  cars,  the  Omnibus,  the  Mission 
street,  and  Valencia  street  lines. 

HOSPITAL  CLINICS 
Clinical    Surgery.— Professor  McLean    delivers  clinical 
lectures  on   Practical   and  Operative  Surgery,   at  the    City  and 
County  Hospital,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  through- 
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out  the  session.  Especial  attention  is  given,  in  a  ward  devoted 
to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of  disorders  of  the  genito-urinary 
organs  and  venereal  diseases.  A  course  of  Minor  Surgery  is  also 
given.  Instruction  in  this  branch  includes  the  application  of 
bandages  and  the  various  dressings  used  in  treating  wounds,  frac- 
tures, dislocations,  etc. 

Clinical  Medicine.— Professor  W.  W.  Kerr  will  deliver 
a  course  of  lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  same  hospital  each 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday.  The  course  of  study  will  con- 
sist in  the  demonstration  of  cases  illustrating  the  diflferent  phases 
and  peculiarities  which  disease  assumes,  the  examination  of 
patients  at  the  bedside  by  the  student,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
professor,  together  with  instruction  in  all  those  details  which 
qualify  the  student  to  discharge  his  duty  agreeably  and  efi&ciently 
in  the  sick-room. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery.— Professor 
R.  Beverly  Cole  holds  a  Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of 
instruction  in  Operative  Gynecology,  the  use  of  instruments, 
appliances,  etc.  He  will  also  devote  a  portion  of  his  lectures  to 
Clinical  Midwifery,  taking  as  illustrations  such  cases  of  interest 
as  may  occur  in  the  Lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time.  The  senior 
students  will  each,  in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the  study  of 
Practical  Obstetrics  at  the  bedside. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.— Professor  Powers  will 
deliver  one  didactic  lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering 
the  subjects  of  the  Bye  and  Bar.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated 
by  models,  charts  and  blackboard  drawings.  He  will  also  con- 
duct two  clinics  a  week  at  the  College  Dispensary,  where,  in  ad- 
dition to  operative  and  severe  cases,  he  has  a  large  out-patient 
clinic,  including  many  children,  with  many  illustrations  of  cases 
as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics  senior  students 
are  required,  in  turn,  to  keep  record  of  the  cases,  with  a  view  to 
cultivating  a  habit  of  casewriting.  Associate  Professor  W.  B. 
Hopkins  will  hold  one  clinic  a  week  at  the  City  and  County 
Hospital  and  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  nose  and  throat 
with  quizzes. 
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DIDACTIC  TEACHING 

A  brief  outline  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  several  depart- 
ments will  be  found  in  the  following  summary: 

Anatomy. — Professor  Williamson's  course  in  Anatomy  will 
be  illustrated  by  demonstrations  on  the  cavader,  and  by  both  wet 
and  dry  preparations,  models,  manikins,  drawings  and  diagrams, 
and  will  include  a  course  on  general,  special,  topographical  and 
surgical  anatomy.  The  dissecting  room  is  spacious,  well  venti- 
lated, lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  the  necessary  con- 
veniences. It  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  the  Professor  and  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A 
supply  of  material  is  always  procurable  at  small  cost.  When  dis- 
sections are  conducted  in  a  diligent  and  satisfactory  manner,  the 
student  is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part 
dissected.  One  of  the  demonstrators  is  present  daily  in  the  dis- 
secting room  during  working  hours,  so  that  students  will  receive 
the  proper  attention  and  assistance. 

An  osteological  room  is  open  during  the  term,  where  students 
have  the  opportunity  of  studying  the  anatomy  of  bones  and 
articulations.  Special  demonstrations  are  conducted  in  this  room 
for  members  of  the  First- Year  Class. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  Surgical  Anatomy  are  delivered  before 
the  Third- Year  Class.  The  course  in  Anatomy  is  divided  between 
the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  his  assistants.  A  schedule  outlining 
this  work  is  issued  to  students  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  entire  course  is  the  thorough  dril  1 
in  Practical  Anatomy.  Students  who  have  been  careless  or  negli- 
gent in  their  dissections  are  not  granted  certificates,  until  by 
additional  work  they  have  entirely  covered  their  deficiencies. 

Physiology. — The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor 
D'Ancona  and  Drs.  Hawkins  and  Iceland  embrace  a  consideration 
of  both  general  and  special  Physiology,  and  are  illustrated  by  a 
complete  series  of  colored  drawings  and  by  photographs  projected 
upon  a  screen  by  means  of  the  stereopticon;  besides  which,  the 
large  collection  of  preparations  and  drawings  of  the  Scientific 
Department  of  Berkeley  are  at  the  command  of  the  Professor. 
Vivisections  are  practiced  when  necessary. 
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The  course  embraces  the  lectures  of  two  years,  one  year  being 
devoted  to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system'  and  reproduc- 
tion, the  other  to  nutrition,  respiration,  circulation,  etc.,  and  the 
special  senses . 

Histology  and  Pathology.— Professor  John  C.Spencer 
strives  to  make  this  course  as  practical  as  possible.  Sections  of 
normal  tissues  and  diseased  organs  ready  for  mounting  are  given 
to  the  students,  so  that  they  may  become  familiarized  with  the 
methods  of  preparing  specimens  for  exam  ination.  In  this  way  the 
general  principles  of  normal  growth  and  development,  and  the 
operation  of  pathological  laws  are  illustrated  and  fixed  in  the 
mind  of  the  student.  The  use  of  the  microscope  as  an  aid  to 
diagnosis  in  the  examination  of  sputum,  urine,  blood,  etc  ,  is  also 
in  this  way  illustrated,  as  opportunity  arises. 

Materia  IVIedica  and  IVIedical  Ciiemistry.— Pro- 
fessor A.  Iv.  Lengfeld,  in  his  course,  gives  special  attention  to 
that  part  of  Chemistry  relating  to  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  The 
lectures  are  illustrated  by  experiments,  and  the  theory  is  demon- 
strated practically  by  excursions  to  various  public  works  from 
time  to  time.  The  nature,  origin,  physical  and  chemical  pro- 
perties of  the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  are  fully  elucidated.  The  cabinet  of  Materia 
Medica,  which  contains  the  important  as  well  as  the  new  and  rare 
drug^  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  employed  in  medicine, 
is  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures. 

Practical  Ciiemistry. — The  Chemical  Laboratory  has 
been  thoroughly  refitted  with  the  latest  and  most  approved  appa- 
ratus. Kach  student  is  provided  with  a  separate  bench  and  set  of 
apparatus  and  reagents,  performing  individually  all  experiments. 
Associate  Professor  Frank  T.  Green  conducts  a  systematic  course 
in  Practical  Chemistry,  including  qualitative  and  quantitative 
analysis  of  water,  foods,  milk,  urine,  mineral  and  vegetable  poisons. 

First  Year, — Bach  student  performs  a  series  of  experiments 
in  which  he  develops  the  main  principles  of  the  science  of  chem- 
istry, and  becomes  familiar  with  chemical  substances  and  their 
reactions. 
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Secofid  Year, — The  simplest  and  most  approved  methods  of 
examiuiug  water,  milk  and  urine,  chemically  and  microscopically, 
are  performed  by  each  student.  The  course  closes  with  a  series 
of  tests  for  alkaloids  in  organic  and  other  mixtures. 

Chemical  Laboratory.— /^^V^^  Year:  The  important 
feature  of  the  first  year's  work  is  the  reactions  of  the  acids  and 
bases,  together  with  chemical  manipulation  from  an  analytical 
standpoint.  The  object  of  such  work  is  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  acids  and  salts,  together  with  their  behavior  towards  each 
other,  that  he  may  gain  a  knowledge  of  chemical  incompat- 
abilities. 

Specific  Gravity  with  Hydrometers  is  then  considered. 

This  is  to  be  followed  by  Urinalysis  (qualitative).  First  Part: 
Normal  properties  and  constituents.  Second  Part:  Abnormal 
properties  and  constituents.  Third  Part:  The  study  of  urinary 
sediments,  together  with  their  forms,  crystalline,  organized  and 
amorphous,  with  their  micro-chemic  behavior  towards  reagents. 

Toxicology  from  an  analytical  standpoint  is  dwelt  upon, 
embracing  the  tests  for  identification  of  the  volatile,  mineral  and 
vegetable  poisons. 

Bach  student  is  required  to  be  present  at  the  laboratory  ses- 
sions, keep  desks,  apparatus  and  reagent  bottles  clean  and  in  order, 
keep  a  journal,  and  submit  reports  to  the  professor  in  charge. 

Second  Year. — Qualitative  relationship  of  volume  and  weight, 
or  specific  gravity  of  solids  lighter  and  heavier  than  water;  of  both 
heavy  and  light  liquids.  By  means  of  the  Pycnometer,  Krdnian 
float  and  Westphal  balance,  specific  gravity  is  dwelt  upon  as 
much  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  metric  system,  as  for  the 
special  teaching  and  experience  gained. 

The  Blow-pipe^  the  platinum  wire  and  foil,  borax  bead  and 
stick  of  charcoal,  open  and  closed  glass  tubes,  as  a  basis  of  prelim- 
inary examinations,  are  touched  upon. 

The  Spectroscope  in  its  applications  to  the  analysis  of  the  flames 
of  volatilizing  alkalies  and  earths,  also  the  identification  of  the 
absorption  spectra  of  blood  and  certain  organic  colors,  follows. 

Quantitative  urinalysis  is  pursued  with  a  view  to  aid  in  diag- 
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Urine, — Volumetric  estimations:  glucose,  acidity,  chlorides, 
albumen,  phosphates.  Gravimetric  estimations:  sulphates,  chlor- 
ides, uric  acid,  albumen.  Gasometric  estimations:  glucose  and 
urea  (by  decomposition). 

The  Polariscope  and  its  use  in  estimating  the  quantities  of 
glucose  in  diabetic  urine,  with  a  control  by  Fehling's  method. 
The  polarization  of  albumen. 

Milk  analysis  according  to  the  standards  adopted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Health.  Milk,  with  its  organic  and  inorganic 
constituents;  numerous  samples  to  be  analyzed  in  the  laboratory 
by  each  student,  not  only  examined  as  to  adulteration  but  as  re- 
gards composition. 

Water  analysis  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  including  both 
qualitative  and  quantitative,  as  factors  in  the  determination  of 
purity. 

Toxicology:  The  search  for  poisons  in  foods  and  tissues.  The 
student  is  required  to  separate  and  detect  poisons  from  same,  using 
corroborative  methods  of  identification. 

Food  adulteration  and  its  detection.  Tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  butter, 
sugar,  confectionery,  honey,  beverages,  liquors,  vinegar,  pickles 
and  condiments. 

Students  to  be  present  at  laboratory,  keep  desks,  apparatus, 
reagent  bottles,  etc.,  clean  and  in  order,  to  keep  a  journal,  bring 
samples,  and  submit  reports^o  the  professor  in  charge. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical).— The  lec- 
tures in  this  department,  by  Professor  Dodge  and  Dr.  Berndt, 
explain  the  physiological  actions  and  therapeutic  indications  of 
all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure,  alleviation  or 
prevention  of  diseases.  The  action  of  drugs  is  shown  by  practical 
demonstration  upon  living  animals. 

Electro-therapeutics, — Dr.  Philip  Mills  Jones  delivers  a  course 
of  lectures  to  the  Fourth- Year,  Third- Year,  and  Second- Year 
Classes.  The  first  half  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  electro- physics, 
with  the  object  of  thoroughly  grounding  the  student  in  so  much 
of  the  physics  of  electricity,  as  is  requisite  to  insure  intelligent 
handling  of  apparatus  and  therapeutic  application  of  electricity. 
After   a  good  working   knowledge    of   the   electrical   laws  and 
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theories  necessary  to  an  understanding  of  the  subject,  and  of  the 
principles  governing  the  construction  or  selection  of  apparatus  has 
been  acquired  by  the  student,  he  is  carefully  instructed  in  the 
various  applications  of  electricity  in  diagnosis  and  in  the  treat- 
ment of  disease.  The  essentials  of  each  method  of  electrical 
treatment  is  fully  outlined,  together  with  the  reasons  govern- 
ing the  choice  of  the  particular  method  employed  in  each  case, 
the  manner  of  application,  the  indications,  and  the  changes  to  be 
anticipated.  The  apparatus  for  producing,  and  the  technique  of 
employing  the  X  Rays  of  Prof.  Roentgen,  are  fully  explained. 

Surgery. — Professor  Taylor  and  Associate  Professor  Shiels 
deliver  three  lectures  each  week  on  the  science  and  art  of  Sur- 
gery. The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of  surgical 
conditions,  and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  particu- 
larly dwelt  upon  and  illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when 
necessary.  The  course  will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon 
Operative  Surgery,  with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver.  The 
students  will  be  drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instruments  used 
in  the  various  operations. 

Practice  of  Medicine.— Professor  W.  F.  McNutt  pre- 
sents in  his  lectures  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  its 
modern  aspects.  He  gives  a  description  of  the  different  diseases, 
their  etiology,  pathology,  symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and 
treatment.  The  various  pathological  changes  are  demonstrated 
by  means  of  plates,  preparations,  and  recent  specimens  of  diseased 
parts. 

Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  Obstetrics  are  taught 
by  Professor  R.  Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated 
by  the  use  of  colored  plates  and  drawings,  prepared  specimens, 
and  the  manikin.  The  principal  obstetric  operations  are  performed 
on  the  cadaver  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 

Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clin- 
ically by  Professor  Cole  and  Associate  Professor  von  Hoffmann. 
The  use  of  gynecological  instruments  is  carefully  shown,  and  the 
several  procedures  explained  by  means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams 
and  manikins. 
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Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.— The  instruction  in 
addition  to  the  regular  lectures  by  Professor  Robertson  on  the 
Medical  Jurisprudence  of  Insanity  will  include  a  course  on  Alco- 
holism and  the  Narcotics,  together  with  a  discussion  of  the  local- 
ization of  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  These  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  specially  prepared  plates  and  diagrams,  showing  the 
results  of  the  most  recent  investigations.  It  is  intended  to  further 
illustrate  this  subject  by  demonstrations  of  normal  and  patho- 
logical brains  and  spinal  cords. 

Functional  nervous  diseases,  including  the  various  phases  of 
Hysteria  and  Hypnotic  conditions,  will  receive  special  attention. 
The  instruction  in  both  functional  and  organic  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system  will  be  supplemented  by  clinical  lectures  and 
demonstrations.  It  is  intended  that  the  students  shall  further 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  pathological  appearance  of  nerv- 
ous tissue,  not  only  by  observing  sections  already  prepared,  but 
by  actual  work  in  the  laboratory,  where  section  cutting,  staining, 
arid  slide  mounting  will  be  taught. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  Insanity,  visits  will  be 
made  to  the  various  city  and  state  institutions  for  the  care  of  the 
insane,  so  as  to  acquaint  the  students  more  thoroughly  with  the 
characteristic  features  of  this  disease. 

Diseases  of  Children  — Professor  Swan  and  Associate 
Professor  Lewitt  will  devote  one  hour  each  week  to  this  subject, 
illustrating  their  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an  unusually  large 
experience  in  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to  children. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin. — A  clinic  for  diseases  of  the  skin 
is  useful  for  students  chiefly  as  an  excellent  place  to  study  external 
pathology.  In  looking  at  a  case  of  skin  disease,  the  disease  pro 
cesses  can  be  seen,  which  in  a  clinic  for  internal  medicine  must, 
in  a  large  measure,  be  taken  for  granted.  It  will  not  be  held  nec- 
essary that  students  shall  strive  to  master  long  lists  of  difficult 
names,  or  learn  with  painful  accuracy  the  symptoms  of  some  rare 
disease,  but  it  will  be  expected  that  they  will  learn  something 
about  general  pathology,  and  the  subject  will  be  made  as  easy  and 
attractive  as  possible  by  examples  of  disease  processes  shown  in 
the  clinic. 


DISPENSARY  CLINICS. 


The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is 
held  at  155  New  Montgomery  street.  This  clinic  is  located  in  the 
heart  of  a  thickly  populated  district,  where  clinical  material  of 
every  description  is  extremely  abundant.  The  clinical  rooms  are 
large  and  airy,  and  provided  with  every  facility  for  the  successful 
demonstration  and  treatment  of  disease. 

A  full  staflf  of  clinicians  and  assistants  has  been  appointed,  and 
clinics  are  held  daily  throughout  the  year.  Cases  applying  for 
treatment  are  classified  according  to  their  diseases  and  assigned  to 
the  different  clinicians. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  College,  every  advanced  student 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  observe  and  personally  attend  a  large 
number  of  cases,  under  the  supervision  of  the  clinical  staff. 

The  advantage  of  an  out-patient  clinic  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
varieties  of  cases  presented  for  observation  are,  to  a  great  extent, 
those  seen  in  office  practice.  Combined  with  hospital  work,  the 
Dispensary  Clinic  forms  an  invaluable  system  of  practical  training 
for  the  student. 

A  fully  equipped  pathological  and  bacteriological  laborator}- 
is  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  clinics  wherein  examinations 
are  made  of  urine,  sputum,  abnormal  growths,  etc.,  so  that  the 
student  may  obtain  simultaneously  a  view  of  the  pathological  and 
of  the  clinical  aspect  of  disease  processes. 

An  obstetrical  bureau  has  been  established  where  indigent 
women  may  make  application  for  attendance  at  their  own  homes 
during  confinement.  The  clinician  in  charge  of  this  department 
will  assign  cases  in  rotation  to  students  of  the  Senior  Class. 


MATRICULATION  EXAMINATION 


Students  desiring  to  matriculate  are  required  to  undergo  ex- 
aminations for  admission,  with  the  following  exceptions,  viz: 

1.  Applicants  who  present  certificates  of  having  successfully 
passed  the  examination  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Letters  or 
the  Colleges  of  Science  of  the  University  of  California,  or  some 
other  recognized  University  or  College. 

2.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  gradu- 
ation from  the  University  of  California,  or  of  some  other  recognized 
University  or  College. 

3.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  gradu- 
ation from  recognized  High  Schools  and  Academies. 

4.  Applicants  who  present  diplomas  or  certificates  of  gradu- 
ation from  a  State  Normal  School  of  California,  or  of  any  other 
state  or  territory. 

Applicants  whose  credentials  are  otherwise  satisfactory  will 
be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  Physics,  if  their  certificates 
do  not  cover  that  subject. 

Matriculants  not  presenting  satisfactory  credentials  are  re- 
quired to  pass  the  examination  in  the  subjects  named  below,  con- 
ducted by  the  regular  examining  board  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ments of  the  University.  These  examinations  will  be  held  at 
Berkeley,  August  9,  10  and  11.  It  is  expected  that  the  authorities 
will  also  provide  an  entrance  examination  at  some  earlier  time  at 
points  distant  from  Berkeley.  Applicants  who  wish  to  take  the 
examinations  held  at  any  place  other  than  Berkeley,  should  notify 
the  Dean  of  their  intention  as  early  as  April  ist.     Subjects: 

I.  Kngi^ish. — {a)  The  examination  in  this  subject  will  pre- 
suppose thorough  knowledge  of  grammar  and  elementary  rhetoric, 
and  a  study  of  the  following  works:  (i)  The  Lady  of  the  Lake;  (2) 
Gayley's  Classic  Myths  in  Bnglish  Literature  (Ginn  &  Co.),  or 
Bulfinch's  Age  of  Fable;  (3)  The  Alhambra;  (4)  Sir  Roger  de  Cov- 
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erley;*  (5)  Short  Poems:  Iv' Allegro,  II  Peiiseroso,  Winter,  Tam 
O'Shanter,  The  Deserted  Village,  The  Winter  Morning  Walk,  The 
Cotter's  Saturday  Night,  The  Ancient  Mariner,  Horatius,  and 
selections  from  Byron  (Syle's  From  Milton  to  Tennyson);  (6)  The 
Merchant  of  Venice;  (7)  Julius  Caesar;  (8)  Macaulay's  Warren 
Hastings. 

While  the  regular  examination  will,  for  the  present,  be  upon 
these  subjects  without  option,  teachers  of  approved  ability,  in 
schools  on  the  accredited  list  of  the  University,  may,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  English  department,  avail  themselves  of  such 
substitutes  as  the  following:  for  (i),  The  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel; 
for  (3),  Tom  Brown  at  Rugby,  or  Ivanhoe;  for  (4),  Addison's 
Select  Kssays  (Allyn  and  Bacon);  for  (5),  some  twelve  poems  of 
similar  scppe  and  character;  for  (6)  or  for  (7),  Macbeth. 

{b)  KNGI.1SH  Composition. — A  test  of  the  applicant's  ability 
to  express  himself  in  clear,  correct  and  idiomatic  English.  This 
topic  is  now  made  the  subject  of  a  separate  examination. 

2.  Arithmetic. — No  examination  in  this  subject  will  hence- 
forward be  set,  since  the  study  comes  regularly  in  the  Grammar 
School,  and  its  essential  processes  are  involved  in  Algebra. 

3.  Ai^GEBRA. — Through  Quadratic  Equations;  namely,  the 
various  methods  of  factoring,  the  theory  of  exponents,  integral 
and  fractional,  positive  and  negative,  the  calculus  of  radicals, 
ratio,  and  proportion;  quadratic  equations,  both  single  and  simul- 
taneous, their  solution  and  their  theory,  including  all  the  re- 
cognized methods  of  solution  and  all  equations  reducible  to  the 
quadratic  form  and  the  formation  of  equations  from  given  roots. 

4.  Pi,ANE  Geometry. — Including  the  general  properties  of 
regular  polygons,  their  construction,  perimeters  and  areas,  and 
the  diflferent  methods  for  determining  the  ratio  of  the  circum- 
ference to  the  diameter. 

5.  Government  of  the  United  States. — A  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  government,  whether  Federal,  State,  or  local. 


*Not  the  meager  selection  sometimes  used,  but  the  full  series  from  the 
Spectator  (Thirty-three  essays),  as  published  by  Cassell  or  the  American  Book 
Co. 
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This  requirement  presupposes  an  acquaintance  with  the  history  of 
the  United  States. 

6.  Latin. — (a)  Caesar,  Gallic  War,  books  i-iv;  {d)  Cicero,  the 
four  Catilinarian  Orations,  with  questions,  in  both  cases,  on  the 
implied  grammar,  the  subject-matter,  and  the  corresponding 
archaeology;  [c)  translation  into  Latin  of  simple  English  sentences. 

While  the  regular  examination  will  be  confined  to  these  sub- 
jects, teachers  of  approved  ability,  in  schools  on  the  accredited 
list  of  the  University,  may,  after  consultation  with  the  Latin  de- 
partment, substitute  any  ten*  Biographies  of  Nepos  for  two  books 
of  the  Gallic  War,  or  the  authors  contained  in  certain  Latin  read- 
ers for  the  whole  of  6  {a).  They  may  also  substitute  certain  other 
orations  of  Cicero  for  the  in  and  iv  against  Catiline,  under  similar 
conditions. 

7.  Ancient  History  and  Geography. — (a)  Greek  history 
to  the  death  of  Alexander,  with  the  connected  geography. 

(d)  Roman  history  to  the  death  of  Commodus,  with  the  con- 
nected geography. 

Smith's  History  of  Greece,  Myers'  History  of  Greece,  LiddelPs 
History  of  Rome,  will  serve  to  indicate  the  amount  required. 

8.  Medi^vai,  and  Modern  History. — Myers'  Mediaeval 
and  Modern  History  will  indicate  the  period  to  be  covered  and 
the  amount  required. 

9.  Physics. — The  elements  of  the  subject,  with  adequate 
experimental  illustration.  The  requirement  represents  one  full 
school  year  of  work  done  during  the  last  two  years  of  preparation 
for  college.  This  preparation  must  include  individual  laboratory 
exercises  by  the  pupils. 

Any  two  of  the  following: 

10.  {a)  Chemistry. — The  preparation  required  will  include 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  elementary  principles  of  the 
science.  Laboratory  practice  is  essential.  A  full  year  of  prepara- 
tion will  be  expected. 

'''But  Roberts'  edition  of  Nine  lyives  of  Nepos  will  be  accepted. 
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(d)  Botany. — A  knowledge  of  the  organography  of  phanero- 
gamic plants;  involving  accuracy  in  the  use  of  common  terms  em- 
ployed in  descriptive  botany.  Ability  to  determine  from  their 
organ ographic  characteristics,  genera  and  species  of  the  less  diffi- 
cult Natural  Orders,  such  as  Rosaceae,  Leguminosse,  Cruciferae; 
etc.  An  acquaintance  with  the  processes  of  absorption,  circula- 
tion, and  assimilation,  and,  in  general,  the  growth  of  plants  of  the 
higher  orders.  Bastin's  or  Gray's  Elements,  or  their  equivalent 
text-books,  are  recommended  for  organography  and  physiology, 
and  Gray's  Manual  or  Greene's  Flora  Franciscana,  for  use  in  deter- 
mining genera  and  species. 

{c)  ZooivOGY. — To  consist  in  the  actual  study  of  animals,  and 
recitations,  the  practical  work  to  be  the  center  of  the  preparation. 
The  practical  work  should  be  partly  in  the  laboratory  and  partly 
in  the  field.  The  chief  aim  of  the  examinations  in  the  subject  will 
be  to  determine  kow  closely  and  accurately  pupils  have  observed. 
Such  guides  for  study  as  Boyer's  Elementary  Biology,  Part  I,  or 
Colton's  Practical  Zoology. 


ADVANCED  STANDING 


Students  completing  at  the  University  of  California  the  three 
years'  Course  Preparatory  to  the  Study  of  Medicine  are  admitted 
to  the  Second- Year  Class  without  examination.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  medical  course  they  are  given  the  two  degrees  of 
B.  Sc.  and  M.  D. 

Graduates  of  recognized  Literary  and  Scientific  Colleges  are 
admitted  to  the  Second- Year  Class  without  examination. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  requiring  a  preliminary  examination 
equivalent  to  the  one  required  by  this  institution,  are,  upon  pass- 
ing a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the 
first  year,  admitted  as  students  of  the  Second- Year  Class  in  this 
institution,  provided  the  courses  are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in  any  recognized 
regular  Medical  College,  are,  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year,  admitted  as 
students  of  the  Third- Year  Class,  provided  the  courses  of  lectures 
are  in  different  calendar  yeafs. 

Students  who  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures  in 
any  recognized  regular  Medical  College,  are,  upon  passing  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  third  year, 
admitted  as  students  of  the  Fourth -Year  Class,  provided  the  courses 
of  lectures  are  in  different  calendar  years. 

Graduates  of  recognized  regular  Medical  Colleges  requiring 
attendance  upon  four  courses  of  lectures  are  admitted  as  students 
of  the  Fourth-Year  Class  in  this  institution  without  examination . 

Under  no  circumstances  is  a  student  credited  with  attendance 
upon  two  courses  of  lectures,  unless  such  courses  have  been  in 
different  calendar  years. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  or  more  courses  of  lectures 
in  Medical  Colleges  not  requiring  a  preliminary  examination 
equivalent  to  the  one  required  by  this  institution  are  not  admitted 
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to  advanced  standing  unless  they  pass  the  usual  matriculation  ex- 
amination, as  given  on  page  22. 

Graduates  of  Medical  Colleges  having  a  course  of  but  three 
years  are  not  admitted  to  the  Fourth-Year  Class  without  passing 
an  examination  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Third- Year. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  Colleges  in  good  standing  are 
admitted  to  the  Second-Year  Class  without  examination. 

Graduates  of  recognized  Dental  Colleges  requiring  an  attend- 
ance upon  three  annual  courses  of  lectures  are  admitted  to  the 
Third-Year  Class  upon  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  Second- Year. 

Certificates  of  private  study  under  the  direction  of  a  physician 
are  not  recognized. 

Theological  and  Law  students  are  admitted  to  special  lectures 
without  examination.

Good 
board  with  room  rent  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five 
dollars  per  week,  at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  College  build- 
ing. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 


I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  He  must  give  satis- 
factory evidence  of  possessing  a  good  moral  character,  which  in- 
cludes unexceptionable  conduct  while  at  the  College.  The  Faculty 
reserves  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any  student  with 
the  institution  at  any  time  on  the  ground  of  what  it  may  deem 
moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  four  full  years,  and  must 
have  attended  four  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  separate  calendar 
years,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  University  of 
California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written 
and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  practical  Anatomy 
during  at  least  two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  hav- 
ing dissected  every  part  of  the  cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the 
graduation  fee. 


HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS 


The  position  of  Interne,  or  House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  in 
the  City  and  County  Hospital,  is  open  each  year  to  six  members 
of  the  graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the  Faculty 
by  their  diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appointments.  In- 
ternes receive  their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and  secure 
opportunities  for  accumulating  an  invaluable  experience  in  every 
field  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

On  completion  of  the  term  of  service,  a  certificate  is  issued  by 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Health  and  the  authorities  of  the  City 
and  County  Hospital,  as  evidence  of  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  required  duties. 

Students  of  the  Senior  Class  desiring  these  appointments  are 
required  to  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Dean,  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  City  Receiving  Hospital  is  open  to  students  and  graduates 
of  this  institution.  In  this  hospital  an  excellent  opportunity  is 
afforded  for  experience  in  emergency  work. 

Several  of  the  private  hospitals  in  the  city  provide  positions 
on  the  house  staff,  which  are  open  to  graduates  of  this  College,  viz: 

St.  Mary's  Hospital,  St.  Ivuke's  Hospital,  U.  S.  Marine  Hos- 
pital, La  Maison  de  Sant^  (French  Hospital),  German  Hospital, 
and  the  Hospital  for  Children. 

Assistants  to  the  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Polyclinic  are  also 
appointed  from  the  graduates  of  this  institution.

LABORATORY   REPORT 


The  laboratory  in  connection  with  this  clinic  was  establisTied 
June,  1896.  At  that  time  all  apparatus  necessary  for  the  complete 
chemical  and  microscopical  examination  of  urine,  blood,  stomach 
contents,  sputum,  tissue,  etc.,  was  purchased  and  set  up.  During' 
the  past  session  there  has  been  added  to  these  a  complete  bacterio- 
logical  outfit,  incubator,  sterilizers,  etc.,  etc.,  in  fact,  everything: 
necessary  for  clinical  bacteriology.  All  the  laboratory  work  for 
the  clinic  has  been  done  here  by  the  students  under  my  direction, 
and  those  who  have  been  constant  iu  their  attendance  appear  to 
have  been  greatly  benefited  thereby.  In  addition  to  the  daily  rou  - 
tine  examinations,  there  have  been  held  regular  bi-weekly  class 
demonstrations  of  the  technic  necessary  for  clinical  microscopy. 
All  examinations  necessary  for  the  proper  cataloguing  of  the 
specimens  in  the  museum  are  made  here.

Kvery  applicant  for  admission  to  the  regular  course  for  gradu- 
ation is  required  to  pass  a  preliminary  examination,  or  to  present 
a  diploma  or  other  satisfactory  written  evidence  that  he  has  com- 
pleted satisfactorily  the  studies  of  the  first  year  of  a  High  School 
of  this  State,  or  has  done  similar  work  in  an  academy  of  a  grade 
equal  to  that  of  our  High  Schools.  Those  who  do  not  preEent 
such  certificates  are  examined  in  Knglish  reading  and  composition, 
writing,  spelling,  geography,  arithmetic,  algebra,  free-hand  draw- 
ing and  Latin. 

Graduates  in  Pharmacy  of  this  College  are  permitted  to  pre- 
sent themselves  for  examination  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California , 
after  attending  that  school  three  years  instead  of  four,  as  required 
of  other  students.

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COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  Curriculum  of  this  College  comprises  the  Fundamental 
Sciences,  and  covers  a  period  of  three  Winter  Sessions  of  over  six 
months  each,  commencing  on  the  ist  day  of  October  of  each  year 
and  extending  to  the  end  of  March  of  the  following  year.  The 
Theoretical  Instruction  will  be  by  didactic  lectures,  class  demon- 
strations and  recitations.  The  facilities  for  instruction  are  equal 
to  any  in  this  country,  and  the  courses  extend  from  the  first  ele- 
ments of  Medicine  to  the  latest  researches  in  Veterinary  Science, 
at  home  and  abroad.  The  student  will  be  trained  under  the 
special  guidance  of  Professors  in  all  the  practical  and  techni- 
cal details  of  the  profession.

There  are  permitted,  in  addition.  Courses  at  Large  and  Partial 
Courses,  not  leading  directly  to  any  degree,  but  through  each  of 
which,  by  compliance  with  the  conditions  upon  which  it  is  con- 
ferred, a  degree  is  possibly  attainable. 


GRADUATE    COURSES 

Advanced  instruction,  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts 
(with  the  corresponding  degrees  in  Letters  and  Sciences)  and 
Doctor  of  Philosophy,  is  offered  by  the  University  of  California  to 
graduates  of  any  reputable  college  or  university.  If  the  prelim- 
inary training  of  such  students  has  not  been  sufficient  to  qualify 
them  for  strictly  graduate  work,   they  will  be  admitted  to  such 
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undergraduate  courses,  in  the  department  in  which  they  expect 
to  study,  as  may  be  suited  to  their  needs. 

The  University  Library  contains  more  than  62,000  volumes, 
and  is  admirably  adapted,  so  far  as  its  extent  allows,  for  purposes 
of  advanced  study  and  research.  The  laboratories  are  extensive 
and  well  equipped,  and  every  facility  is  afibrded  for  work  in  the 
higher  lines  of  Pure  and  Applied  Science. 

Regularly  organized  courses  of  graduate  instruction  are 
oflFered  by  the  following  departments  at  Berkeley:  Philosophy, 
Pedagogy,  Jurisprudence,  History  and  Political  Science,  Semitic 
Languages  and  Literature,  Classical  Philology,  Knglish,  German, 
the  Romance  Languages,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Astronomy, 
Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  Civil 
Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineering,  Mining  and  Metallurgy, 
Mechanical  Drawing,  Agriculture,  Horticulture  and  Entomology; 
also  in  Astronomy  at  the  Lick  Observatory. 

TEACHERS'    COURSES 

Professional  training  for  students  who  desire  to  teach  is 
oflFered  by  the  University  through  the  Department  of  Pedagogy 
and  other  departments  that  offer  special  Teachers'  Courses. 
Boards  of  Education  and  of  Examination  have  authority,  under 
Section  1775  and  1792  of  the  School  Law,  to  issue  certificates  of 
the  High  School  grade  without  examination  to  graduates  of  the 
University  when  recommended  by  the  Faculty;  also  to  graduates 
of  any  Normal  School  in  California,  who  have  successfully  com- 
pleted the  two  year  course  in  Pedagogy  at  the  University.  The 
requirements  prescribed  for  candidates  for  the  Teacher's  Certifi- 
cate are  stated  in  the  announcement  of  courses  of  the  Department 
of  Pedagogy.
